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LONG  ISLAND  S  TERCENTENARY  —  1936 

IN  1609  Hendrik  Hudson  landed  on  a  Long  Island  beach  which  is  now  Coney 
Island  where  he  took  "a  great  haule  of  fish."  The  thirteen  Indian  Tribes 
dwelling  amicably  upon  Long  Island,  continued  their  peaceful  occupation  of 
Sewanahaka,  their  "island  of  shells,"  until  1636.  In  that  year  the  first  white 
settlement  of  Long  Island  was  established  at  the  head  of  Gowanus  Bay,  now 
part  of  Brooklyn,  by  William  Adriaense  Bennett  and  Jacques  Bentyn,  Dutch- 
men from  Nieu  Amsterdam  on  the  tip  of  Manhattan  Island.  And  thus  Long 
Island  lays  claim  to  its  300th  anniversary  in  June,  1936. 

In  commemoration  of  this  historic  event  Hon.  Herbert  H.  Lehman,  Governor 
of  New  York,  at  the  request  of  prominent  Long  Island  citizens,  appointed  an 
official  Long  Island  Tercentenary  Committee,  to  arrange  a  fitting  program  in 
celebration  of  the  Island's  first  white  settlement. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States,  with  the  approval  of  the  President, 
authorized  the  minting  of  a  special  fifty  cent  coin  in  honor  of  Long  Island's 
Tercentenary.  Subscriptions  for  these  coins  may  be  made  through  any  local 
bank. 

The  Tercentenary  Committee  appointed  by  the  Governor,  was  enlarged  to  be 
fully  representative  of  the  four  Long  Island  Counties  of  Kings,  Queens,  Nassau 
and  Suffolk.  County  Committees  were  set  up  to  plan  and  arrange  parades, 
banquets,  pageants  and  other  forms  of  local  celebrations,  starting  on  Memorial 
Day,  May  30th,  and  continuing  throughout  the  summer  of  1936. 
In  cooperation  with  the  Long  Island  Tercentenary  Committee,  this  booklet  on 
Historic  Long  Island,  was  arranged  and  published  by  the 
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Foreword 


This  booklet  is  designed  to  aid  those  desiring  to  know  where  places 
of  historic  interest  on  Long  Island  may  be  found  and  visited. 


Limited  space  prevents  fullness  of  description  and  the  inclusion  of  many  houses  in  all  sections 
of  Long  Island,  two  centuries  or  more  old,  which  are  not  open  or  available  to  the  public.  Such 
information  may  be  obtained  from  the  records  of  the  various  historical  societies  and  from  most 
public  libraries. 

The  historic  houses,  buildings,  monuments  and  graves  which  may  be  actually  visited  are  listed 
first  and  most  of  them  are  included  amongst  the  photographs  here  reproduced.  With  the  aid  of 
any  one  of  the  Long  Island  road  maps  obtainable  from  the  larger  gasoline  distributing  com- 
panies, they  may  be  readily  located  and  enjoyed. 

Additional  information,  including  a  brief  bibliography  of  historical  books  and  records  for  those 
who  are  more  inclined  to  delve  into  the  historic  foundations  of  the  four  counties — Kings,  Queens, 
Nassau  and  Suffolk — comprising  Long  Island,  and  their  numerous  Towns  and  Villages,  is  given 
in  following  pages. 

Planned  primarily  for  the  traveler  so  that  "he  who  rides  may  read,"  this  booklet  is  offered  as 
a  helpful  handy  guide  to  Historic  Long  Island. 


Brooklyn — Kings  County 

THE  CENTURY  OLD  CITY  OF  BROOKLYN  now  a 
Borough  of  the  City  of  New  York  is  replete  with 
history.    In  1653  the  village  then  called  Breuckelen 
received  its  charter  from  the  Dutch. 

In  1683  the  County  of  Kings  including  the  Village  of 
Breuckelen,  was  created  hy  The  New  York  Provincial 
Assemhly. 

In  1834  the  village  with  adjoining  territory  received  a 
charter  as  The  City  of  Brooklyn  by  act  of  the  New  York 
State  Legislature.  The  centenary  of  this  grant  was  observed 
by  a  noteworthy  celebration  in  1934. 

In  1898  the  City  of  Brooklyn  with  territory  enlarged  by 
annexation  of  the  adjoining  Dutch  towns  of  New  Lots, 
Flatlands,  Flatbush,  New  Utrecht  and  Gravesend,  became 
the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and 
the  County  of  Kings. 

The  Battle  of  Long  Island,  1776,  the  first  strategic  con- 
flict of  the  Revolutionary  War  was  fought  over  ground  now 
occupied  by  Greenwood  Cemetery  and  Prospect  Park,  where 
memorial  tablets  may  be  found  at  strategic  points. 


THE  OLD  STONE  HOUSE  at  Gowanus  is  a  replica  of 
the  house  erected  in  1699  by  Nechlas  Vechte.  The 
key  position  of  Lord  Stirling's  famous  charge  in  the 
Battle  of  Long  Island,  August  27,  1776,  when  250  out  of 
400  Maryland  soldiers  were  killed  in  combat  with  British 
troops.  Constructed  by  the  City  Park  Department  for  a 
recreation  building  in  Gowanus  Playground  from  the  origi- 
nal stones  which  had  been  buried  at  this  point  for  many 
years.  Located  at  4th  and  5th  Aves.  between  3rd  and  4th  Sts. 

THE  LEFFERTS  HOUSE,  built  about  1777  by  Lieutenant 
Pieter  Lefferts  from  the  timbers  and  foundations  of  his 
old  home  destroyed  in  the  Battle  of  Long  Island  was  pre- 
sented to  the  City  of  New  York  by  his  descendents  in  1918. 
By  grant  of  the  New  York  City  Park  Department  it  is  main- 
tained as  a  museum  of  household  furnishings  and  relics  of  the 
Colonial  and  Revolutionary  Periods  by  Fort  Greene  Chapter, 
D.  A.  R.  It  is  open  to  the  public  without  charge  on 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  from  1  to  5  P.  M.  On 
Flatbush  Avenue  within  Prospect  Park,  just  north  of 
Empire  Boulevard,  it  is  easily  reached  from  Grand  Army 
Plaza  at  Flatbush  Avenue  and  Eastern  Parkway. 
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MARTYRS'  MONUMENT,  FORT  GREENE  PARK, 
is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  American  seamen, 
soldiers  and  citizens  who  perished  on  board  the 
Prison  ships  of  the  British  at  Wallabout  during  the  Revo- 
lutionary War.    It  marks  the  cornerstone  of  the  vault  which 


contains  their  relics.  It  was  designed  by 
Stanford  White  and  erected  in  1908  with 
funds  contributed  by  the  United  States, 
State  and  City  of  New  York  and  private 
citizens  on  ground  donated  in  1808  by  John 
Jackson  of  "Nassau"  Island.  Fort  Greene  Park  is  located 
at  Myrtle  and  DeKalb  Avenues  at  South  Oxford  Street. 
Via  Brooklyn  Bridge,  Washington  Street,  and  left  into 
Myrtle  Avenue  to  Park.  Via  Manhattan  Bridge  to  DeKalb 
Avenue,  and  left  to  Park. 

SOLDIERS  and  SAILORS  MEMORIAL  ARCH  in  Grand 
Army  Plaza  at  entrance  to  Prospect  Park  is  dedicated  to 
the  Defenders  of  the  Union  1861  - 
1865.  This  is  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
fully designed  Civil  War  Memorials 
in  the  United  States.  It  was  com- 
pleted and  dedicated  in  1892  and  in 
1898  the  quadriga  representing  the 
Chariot  of  Victory  led  by  the 
Herald  of  Peace  and  designed  by 
MacMonnies  was  placed  to  face  Pros- 
pect Park.  In  1901  two  more  figures 
in  bronze  were  added  to  represent 
the  Navy  and  the  Army.  Architect 
John  H.  Duncan.

FLATBUSH  DUTCH  RE- 
FORMED CHURCH  with 
its  Dutch  Colonial  and 
early  American  Burying  Ground 
is  located  at  Flatbush  and 
Church  Avenues.  It  was  or- 
ganized in  1654  and  contains 
many  tablets  telling  of  its  his- 
tory. The  present  building  was 
erected  1796. 

NEW    UTRECHT  RE- 
FORMED CHURCH  and  LIB- 
ERTY  FLAG   POLE.    In  the 
yard   of   this   old   church,  or- 
ganized   about    1700,  present 
building  erected  in  1828,  stands 
the    Liberty    Flag    Pole  com- 
memorating the  evacuation  by 
the     British     forces     of  the 
State  of  New  York  on  Novem- 
ber   25,    1783.      The  present 
pole  was  erected  in  May  1867 
succeeding  two  previous  poles, 
the  first  of  which  was  erected  on  evacuation  day.    It  marks 
the   spot  over  which   the   American   flag   first   waved  in 
the    Town    of   New  Utrecht. 
Adjoining  is  the  New  Utrecht 
Burying    Ground    with  many 
Colonial    and  Revolutionary 
graves.    Located  on  18th  Ave- 
nue   between   83rd    and  84th 
Streets,  reached  from  Prospect 
Park  via  Fort  Hamilton  Park- 
way and  New  Utrecht  Avenue. 


ERASMUS  HALL  ACAD- 
EMY  erected  in  1786  now  stands 
surrounded  by  the  buildings 
and  campus  of  Erasmus  Hall 
High  School.  The  old  Academy 
held  a  high  place  among  edu- 
cational institutions.  Among 
those  who  contributed  to  its 
erection  were  Alexander  Hamil- 
ton, Aaron  Burr,  John  Jay, 
Robert  R.  Livingston,  George 
Clinton  and  James  Duane.  Lo- 
cated on  Flatbush  Av 
Church  Avenue. 
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Soldiers  and  Sailors  Memorial  Arch 
Grand  Army  Plaza,  Brooklyn 


BROOKLYN  MUSEUM  has 
installed  within  it,  the  ground 
floor  rooms  of  the  SCHENCK 
HOUSE  built  about  1760.  The 
rooms  of  this  quaint  old  house 
are  furnished  in  the  Dutch 
fashion  of  the  period.  It  was 
presented  to  the  Museum  by 
the  City  of  New  York. 

The  Brooklyn  Museum  also  contains  a  COLLECTION  of 
COLONIAL  COSTUMES  which  are  of  much  interest.  The 
Museum  is  located  at  Eastern  Parkway  and  Washington 
Avenue  near  Grand  Army  Plaza. 

FORT  HAMILTON,  a  Harbor  Defense  Post,  completed  in 
1831  and  named  after  General  Alexander  Hamilton,  is  lo- 
cated on  the  Lower  Bay  of  New  York  Harbor,  at  the  end 
of  Fort  Hamilton  Parkway. 

There  are  numerous  old  houses  in  Brooklyn  still  stand- 
ing, four  of  which  were  built  prior  to  1700,  and  five  prior 
to  1800.    These  are  privately  owned.

Borough  and  County  of  Queens 

THE  COUNTY  OF  QUEENS  was  organized  by  act  of 
the  New  York  Provincial  Assembly  in  1683.  Its 
western  section  became  a  part  of  New  York  City  as 
the  Borough  of  Queens  in  1898,  and  its  eastern  section  was 
set  apart  as  Nassau  County.  During  the  Revolutionary  War 
it  was  the  seat  of  much  military  movement  and  is  rich  in 
history. 

Its  rapid  growth  as  a  residential  area  since  1898  has  over- 
run its  historical  site.-,  with  modern  development.  Borough 
President  Harvey  has  caused  the  records  of  historic  houses, 
building  and  sites  to  be  preserved  for  public  reference. 


KING  MANSION  in  King  Park,  Jamaica,  on  Jamaica 
Avenue  between  152nd  Street  and  153rd  Street  was  built  in 
1750.  It  was  the  home  of  Rufus  King  who  served  two  terms 
as  Ambassador  to  the  Court  of  St.  James  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Constitutional  Convention  and  of  the  New  York 
State  Legislature.  After  Rufus  King's  death,  John  Alsop 
King,  Governor  of  New  York  in  1856  resided  at  King  Park. 
The  property  was  bought  by  the  Town  of  Jamaica  in  1896 
and  after  consolidation  with  the  City  of  New  York  it  came 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Parks. 

It  is  maintained  as  a  museum  by  the  King  Manor  Associa- 
tion and  is  open  to  the  public  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Saturday  1  to  5  P.  M. 

THE  BOWNE  HOUSE  at  Hushing  was  built  in  1661  by 
John  Bowne,  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  the  Village.  He 
became  the  first  treasurer  of  Queens  County  after  its  organi- 
zation. The  Society  of  Friends,  or  Quakers,  was  founded 
in  America  on  the  lawn  of  this  house  by  George  Fox  who 
was  a  guest  and  life-long  friend  of  John  Bowne.  A  memo- 
rial tablet  marks  the  location  of  the  Fox  Oak  where  he 
preached  the  first  sermon  to  the  Quakers  in  this  country. 
George  Washington  was  a  guest  here  after  the  Revolution 
and  the  old  house  contains  a  coach  on  which  he  rested  and 
much  of  the  original  furniture  still  remains.  There  is  a 
tunnel  leading  from  the  house  where  escaping  slaves  were

sheltered  prior  to  the  Civil  War.  The  house  is  still  in  the 
possession  of  his  descendants.  Visitors  are  welcomed  every 
Thursday  afternoon  from  2:30  to  5  P.  M.  It  is  located  on 
Bowne  Avenue,  corner  Fox  Lane,  between  Northern  Blvd., 
State  Route  25A,  and  Washington  Street.  Bowne  Avenue 
is  one  block  west  of  Parsons  Blvd.  The  historic  Weeping 
Beech  is  on  Fox  Lane  nearby. 


THE  FRIENDS  MEETING 
erected  in  1719.

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THE  NEWTOWN  REFORMED  CHURCH  organized  in 
1734  and  the  present  building  erected  in  1832  passed  through 
the  Revolutionary  period  often  in  the  possession  of  the 
British  who  on  occasion  used  it  as  a  storehouse  for  powder. 
The  ancient  bell  that  formerly  swung  in  the  belfry  of  the 
first  octagonal  church  building  was  cast  in  Amsterdam  in 
1792  and  bears  the  inscription  "De  Hollandsche  Kirk  Te 
Newtown."  It  is  located  on  Broadway  a  block  or  two 
north  of  Queens  Boulevard,  in  Elmhurst  (Newtown). 

THE  ZION  CHURCH  (Protestant  Episcopal)  at  Douglas- 
ton,  on  Northern  Boulevard  near  Douglaston  Parkway,  is 
widely  known  to  motorists  as  the  white  church  on  the  hill. 
It  was  organized  in  1830  with  the  present  building  erected 
in  1924  after  fire  had  destroyed  the  original.  In  the  church- 
yard is  the  Indian  plot  where  rests  "the  last  of  the 
Matinecoc"  of  the  original  tribe  of  this  vicinity.  Here  rests 
also  the  body  of  Bloodgood  Haviland  Cutter,  the  Long 
Island  farmer  poet.

FORT  TOTTEN,  a  Harbor  Defense  Post,  was  completed  in 
1847  and  for  many  years  was  known  as  "The  Fort  at  Willets 
Point."  This  U.  S.  Government  reservation  was  purchased 
from  John  K.  Willets,  descendent  of  the  early  settlers,  who 
is  buried  within  the  fortifications.  Fort  Totten  commands 
Little  Neck  Bay  and  the  entrance  to  the  East  River.  It  is 
located  at  the  northerly  terminus  of  Bell  Boulevard,  Bay- 
side,  about  two  miles  north  of  Northern  Boulevard,  State 
Route  25A. 


Nassau  County 
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HE  COUNTY  OF  NASSAU,  formerly  the  eastern 
part  of  the  County  of  Queens,  was  organized  as  a 
separate  County  by  act  of  the  New  York  State  Legis- 
lature and  came  into  existence  on  the  first  of  January,  1899. 
It  was  given  the  name  of  Nassau,  which  had  been  applied 
to  all  Long  Island  by  the  English. 

Its  historical  foundations  are  allied  with  those  of  Queens 
County,  but  is  developing  a  history  of  its  own.  Settlers 
arrived  at  Hempstead  in  1643  where  delegates  to  the  State 
Provincial  Assembly  met  in  1665.  In  that  year  horse  racing 
was  inaugurated  in  America  on  Hempstead  Plain. 


OLD  MILLS  at  Roslyn  are  noteworthy  for  having  been 
visited  by  President  Washington  in  1790  when  he  break- 
fasted on  April  24th  at  "a  Mr.  Underdunck's  at  the  head 
of  a  little  bay." 

THE  GRIST  MILL,  still  standing  at  the  side  of  the  main 
road  (North  Hempstead  Turnpike)  opposite  the  Mill  Pond 
is  owned  by  the  Town  of  North  Hempstead  and  has  been 
well  preserved  with  its  old  beams  and  machinery  intact. 
Operated  as  a  gift  shop  and  tea  room,  it  is  always  open  to 
the  public. 

THE  PAPER  MILL  on  the  Upper  Mill  Pond  in  the 
Roslyn  Village  Park  (a  short  detour  to  the  South  from 
North  Hempstead  Turnpike)  has  been  restored  for  use  by 
the  American  Legion,  and  retains  its  old  stone  foundations. 
Here  Pre=ident  Washington  made  a  sheet  of  paper  accord- 
ing to  the  local  legend.  A  wooden  tablet  has  been  placed 
here  by  the  Seawanhaka  Chapter  of  the     D.  A.  R. 

Both  of  these  mills  were  operated  by  Henry  Onderdonk 
who  lived  on  the  adjoining  hillside  at  the  curve  of  the 
road  opposite  the  Clock  Tower,  where  his  residence  built 
in  1753  still  stands.  It  is  now  an  Inn.  A  bronze  tablet 
has  been  fixed  to  this  old  house  by  the  North  Riding  Chap- 
ter of  the  D.  A.  R.

At  Roslyn  too,  William  Cullen  Bryant,  one  of  America's 
great  poets,  lived  for  many  years  in  an  old  remodeled  home- 
stead originally  built  in  1787  on  the  east  side  of  the  Hemp- 
stead Harbor.  It  stands  today  considerably  modernized  but 
wholly  inaccessible  to  the  public 

In  the  Port  Washington  section  adjoining  Roslyn  on  the 
West,  stand  numerous  old  homes  dating  back  150  years  or 
more.  Among  them  are  the  Dodge  House  1700;  Mott  Home- 
stead 1715;  Baxter  Home  1743  and  several  others. 

THE  FRIENDS  MEETING  HOUSE  at  Matinecock  was 
erected  in  1725.  It  stands  at  the  junction  of  the  Glen 
Cove-Oyster  Bay  Road  with  the  Locust  Valley  Brookville 
Road  at  the  extreme  eastern  limits  of  the  City  of  Glen 
Cove  and  across  the  highway  from  Friends  Academy. 

Diagonally  across  from  The  Friends  Meeting  House, 
stands  a  monument  to  the  famous  horse  "Eclipse"  which  in 
1818  won  a  three  mile  heat  race  on  Hempstead  Plains.

THE  UNDERHILL  MONUMENT  within  the  Village 
limits  of  Locust  Valley,  stands  upon  a  hill  overlook- 
ing the  "Matinecock  Lands"  which  were  conveyed  to 
Captain  John  Underhill  in  1667  by  the  Matinecock  Tribe 
of  Indians.  It  was  erected  by  the  Underhill  Society  of 
America  to  the  memory  of  Captain  Underhill  who  com- 
manded the  English  forces  in  the  Battle  of  Fort  Neck;  the 
only  battle  fought  with  Indians  upon  Long  Island. 

Traveling  from  Glen  Cove  through  Locust  Valley  on 
Forest  Avenue  turn  north  on  Bayville  Road,  follow  Bayville 
Road  around  to  the  right,  and  just  beyond  the  curves  will 
be  found  a  partly  hidden  Town  Road,  known  locally  as 
Factory  Pond  Road,  turn  right  into  this  road  and  follow 
it  around  to  a  sharp  right-angle  turn.  On  the  right-hand  side 
of  the  apex  of  the  turn  there  is  a  small  private  road  leading 
up  a  hill  to  the  Underhill  Monument  in  the  family  plot. 

An  interesting  old  colonial  house,  a  part  of  which  is  said 
to  have  been  built  in  1668  stands  at  Locust  Valley  near  the 
Railroad  station.  Its  old-fashioned  kitchen  with  great 
double-sided  fireplace  and  dutch  ovens,  is  unique.  It  is 
operated  as  an  Inn. 

ST.  GEORGE'S  CHURCH  (Protestant  Episcopal)  in  the 
Village  of  Hempstead  is  a  landmark  of  the  Episcopal  faith 
on  Long  Island.  Organized  in  1693,  the  present  church 
building  v\as  erected  in  1822.  This  church  is  noteworthy 
for  its  historic  baptismal  font  and  the  prayer  book  and 
silver  communion  set  presented  by  Queen  Anne,  as  well 
as  the   Charter   from   King   George   the   Second,   in  173.1.

A  golden  weather  cock  on 
the  steeple  of  the  church,  re- 
moved from  the  original 
building,  is  pierced  in  numer- 
ous places  by  bullets  fired  in 
the  Revolution.  The  great 
posts  supporting  the  belfry 
and  the  galleries  are  single 
trees  cut  from  the  plains  of 
Hempstead.  In  its  adjoining 
burying  ground  are  graves  of 
many  of  the  early  settlers  and 
notable  residents  of  the  com- 
munity, settled  in  1643.  Visi- 
tors are  welcome.  It  is  located 
on  Front  Street,  near  Liberty 
Street,  reached  by  State  Route 
24. 

SAMMIS  TAVERN,  a  fa- 
mous coaching  Inn  located  in 
Hempstead,  was  visited  by 
President  Washington  on  his 
Tour  of  Long  Island  on  April 
21,  1790.  Here  he  was  wel- 
comed by  the  residents  of 
Hempstead.  The  site  of  this 
old  tavern  is  now  marked  on 
a  building  at  the  corner  of 
Main  and  Fulton  Streets  by  a 
bronze  tablet  donated  by 
Lawrence  Kirwin.

THE  CARMAN  HOMESTEAD  in  Massapequa  on  Montauk 
Highway  just  east  of  Carman  Mill  Road,  is  an  excellent 
example  of  early  colonial  architecture. 
The  west  wing  was  built  in  1776  and 
stands  on  the  site  of  the  original  log 
hou^e.  It  has  been  owned  continuously 
by  the  family  of  John  Carman  since  1643.

FORT  NECK,  one  mile  south  of  Mon- 
tauk  Highway  from  the  marker  to  he 
found  at  Harbour  Green,  was  the  scene 
of  a  battle  in  1653  fought  by  Captain 
John  Underhill  to  capture  the  Massa- 
pequa Indians. 

Many  State  Highway  Historical  Markers 
with  which  most  motorists  are  familiar, 
have  been  erected  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  Town  of  Oyster  Bay  marking  his- 
toric sites.  These  were  placed  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  Ruth  Floyd  Woodhull 
Chapter,  D.  A.  R.  of  Freeport.

St.  George's  Church- 
Henipstead 
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THE  GRAVE  of  THEODORE  ROOSEVELT, 
26th  President  of  the  United  States,  1901-1908, 
in  Youngs  Memorial  Cemetery  on  East  Main 
Street  at  Cove  Road  in  the  Village  of  Oyster  Bay 
Cove,  is  the  niecca  of  many  thousands  of  visitors 
annually.  This  simple  plot  with  plain  grave-stone 
inscribed  "Theodore  Roosevelt"  (1858-1919)  is 
situated  on  the  top  of  a  knoll  from  which  the 
blue  waters  of  Oyster  Bay  may  be  seen,  and  in 
the  winter  the  distant  roof  of  Sagamore  Hill, 
President  Roosevelt's  summer  home,  may  be  dis- 
cerned across  the  intervening  valley.  Here  at 
Sagamore  Hill,  Theodore  Roosevelt  brought  his 
family  because  he  and  his  cousins  had  such  good 
times  there  as  children  "hunting,  exploring  and 
cheerfully  risking  their  necks  in  and  about  the 
woods  and  waters  of  Long  Island's  North  Shore." 

Adjoining  the  grave  on  the  south  is  the  Roosevelt  Bird 
Sanctuary — a  long,  narrow  hollow  running  up  from  the 
Oyster  Bay  Cove  Road  where  song  birds  congregate. 

ROOSEVELT  MEMORIAL  PARK  in  Oyster  Bay  Village 
on  the  waterfront  opposite  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Station, 
is  a  well  designed  and  attractive  public  park  with  lawns 
and  shrubbery,  noble  flagpole  and  impressive  sea-wall  and 
harbor  for  motorboats.  The  original  site  was  a  swamp  and 
dumping  ground  and  the  Roosevelt  Memorial  Association, 
which  expended  $400,000  on  this  Memorial  Park,  dedicated 
it  on  Memorial  Day,  May  30th,  1928. 

THE  HOMESTEAD  of  CAPTAIN  DANIEL  YOUNGS  is 
situated  directly  across  the  road  from  Youngs  Memorial 
Cemetery.    The  original  house  built  long  before  the  Revolu-

tionary  War,  now  considerably  enlarged,  is  partially  ob- 
scured by  a  giant  oak.  Here  President  Washington  spent 
the  night  of  Friday,  April  23rd,  1790,  on  his  Tour  of  Long 
Island.  It  is  privately  owned  and  the  public  is  not 
admitted. 

RAYNHAM  HALL  in  the  Village  of  Oyster  Bay  was 
built  in  1740  by  Samuel  Townsend.  He  called  it  "Little 
Raynham"  to  distinguish  it  from  the  great  Raynham  Hall 
in  Norfolk,  England.  Samuel  Townsend  was  a  member  of 
the  First  Provincial  Congress  and  of  the  Committee  of 
Thirteen  to  draw  up  the  New  York  State  Constitution. 
Victorian  carpenters  have  altered  the  original  house  of 
simple  lines  considerably,  but  the  old  Raynham  Hall 
can  be  found  within  the  present  structure. 

It  has  romantic  as  well  as  historic  interest.  The 
three    beautiful    daughters    of    Samuel  Townsend, 
¥       Audrey,  Sally  and  Phoebe,  were  much  admired  by 
Vjf  British  °fficers  wno  were  quartered  at  the  house 

if\  during  tne  English  occupation.  Col.  John  Simcoe, 
f  I  Commander  of  the  green-coated  Queens  Rangers,  made 
Raynham  Hall  his  headquarters  during  the  winter  of 
1778.  Major  John  Andre  also  visited  Raynham  Hall 
and  today  you  will  find  sketched  with  a  diamond 
ring  on  the  glass  of  the  transom  over  the  door  of 
Major  Andre's  sitting  room  "the  adorable  Miss  Sarah 
Townsend."  Underneath  he  put  "Sally"  and  then 
drew  a  line  through  it.  On  the  next  pane  is  "Miss 
A.  T."  the  most  accomplished  young  lady  in  Oyster 
Bay.  That  was  Audrey  Townsend.  Major  Andre, 
you  will  remember,  was  hanged  as  a  spy. 

Raynham  Hall  is  located  on  West  Main  Street  half 
a  block  from  South  Street.  It  is  maintained  as  a 
museum  by  the  Oyster  Bay  Chapter  D.  A.  R.  and  is 
open  to  the  public,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  2  to  5  P.  M. 

Raynham  Hall — 1740 
Oyster  Bay 
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Suffolk  County 

THE  COUNTY  OF  SUFFOLK  was  organized  together 
with  Kings  and  Queens  Counties  by  the  New  York 
Provincial  Assembly  in  1683.  It  was  first  settled  in 
1640  at  Southampton  and  Southold  by  English  settlers.  In 
1933  the  250th  Anniversary  of  the  County  was  celebrated  at 
Riverhead,  the  county  seat,  with  an  elaborate  pageant.  Its 
history  has  been  carefully  nourished  and  the  ten  towns 
comprising  the  County  have  carefully  recorded  their  his- 
toric events.  Old  houses  of  two  centuries  or  more  are  still 
well  preserved  throughout  Suffolk. 


THE  LIBRARY  at  Cold  Spring  Harbor  on  State  Route 
25A  is  a  source  of  much  historical  information  for  this  old 
community.  It  was  settled  about  1660,  when  saw  and  grist 
mills  were  erected  on  the  ponds  at  the  head  of  the  harbor. 

THE  WHALEMEN'S  MEMORIAL  BOULDER  in  the  yard 
of  the  Library,  testifies  to  Cold  Spring  Harbor's  whaling 
industry  in  the  early  part  of  the  19th  century.  A  dozen  or 
more  whaling  vessels  were  built  here,  locally  manned,  and 
set  out  for  the  ends  of  the  earth  to  return  with  sperm, 
whale-oil  and  bone. 

THE  FIRST  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH  at  Huntington 
on  State  Route  25A  east  of  the  business  section  was  erected 
in  1784.  It  is  the  third  structure  to  occupy  this  site,  the 
first  having  been  built  in  1665.  The  second  structure  built 
in  1715  was  used  as  a  barracks  by  the  British  in  1777.  It 
was  torn  down  in  1782  and  the  material  used  to  erect  Fort 
Golgotha  on  burying  hill  ground  by  order  of  Count 
Rumford.  Its  bell  has  done  duty  for  more  than  200  years 
but  for  a  period  of  7  years  from  1777-1784  it  was  in  the 
possession  of  the  British,  and  was  only  restored  on  petition 
of  Admiral  Digby.  Its  architecture  is  pure  colonial.  The 
interior  timbers  were  hewn  from  the  forests  on  Lloyd's 
Neck  and  visitors  are  welcome.

First  Presbyterian  Church — 1784 
Huntington 

THE  HUNTINGTON  VILLAGE  GREEN  on  both  sides 
of  State  Route  25A  just  west  of  the  intersection  of  Park 
Avenue,  dates  from  Huntington's  beginnings  with  the  first 
purchase  from  the  Indians  in  1653.  A  boulder  on  the  north 
side  of  the  highway  marks  the  "Town  Spot"  on  which 
stood  the  block  house  for  protection  from  the  Indians  and 
where  early  Town  meetings  were  held  and  militia  drilled 
in  Revolutionary  times.  It  was  erected  by  Ketewamoke 
Chapter  D.  A.  R.  in  1909. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  highway  is  a  mill-stone  bearing 
a  bronze  tablet  commemorating  the  gift  by  Thomas  Wickes 
in  1739  of  the  three  acres  and  88  rods  comprising  the 
park  "to  ly  open  and  in  common  forever."  Also  here 
is  planted  the  Washington  Memorial  Elm  commemorating 
President  Washington's  visit  to  Huntington  when  he  dined 
at  the  Widow  Piatt's  on  Friday,  April  23,  1790.  The  Piatt 
house  stood  on  the  east  side  of  Park  Avenue  facing  the 
common  at  that  time. 


Boulder  on  Village  Green — Huntington 
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Nathan  Hale  Memorial 
Huntington 

THE  NATHAN  HALE  BOULDER  on  Huntington  Bay 
shore  at  the  end  of  \  ineyard  Road,  Halesite,  bears 
the  following  inscription  "Nadian  Hale.  In  everlast- 
ing remembrance.  It  was  at  the  Huntington  shore  that  he 
parted  with  his  faithful  sergeant,  Stephen  Hempstead,  and 
Captain  Pond,  of  the  Sloop  Schuyler,  who  had  brought  him 
across  the  Sound.  From  this  shore  he  continued  alone  on 
the  secret  and  perilous  mission  which  ended  with  his 
capture  and  execution  within  the  British  lines  at  New 
York,  on  Sunday,  September  22,  1776." 

THE  HUNTINGTON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 
building  is  located  at  the  corner  of  High  Street  and 
New  York  A\enue.  It  was  built  by  Timothy  Conklin 
early  in  1700.  Appropriately  furnished  with  early 
American  antiques  and  with  several  interesting  special 
collections,  it  is  open  free  to  the  public  every  Friday 
from  2  to  5  P.  M.  On  Friday,  July  17th,  1936,  the 
house  will  be  open  all  day. 

Silas  Wood,  author  of  the  first  History  of  Long 
Island,  published  in  1824,  was  born  in  Huntington 
Township  at  We.-t  Hills. 


THE  WALT  WHITMAN  BIRTHPLACE  is  located  on 
New  York  Avenue,  State  Route  110,  about  one  mile  south 
of  Jericho  Turnpike.  It  was  built  in  1810  by  Whitman's 
father  and  here  America's  most  original  poet  was  born, 
May  31,  1819.  As  a  young  man,  after  his  family  had  moved 
to  Brooklyn,  he  taught  school  in  the  vicinity  of  his  birth- 
place. The  little  schoolhouse  in  which  he  presided  has 
recently  been  made  a  part  of  a  large  country  home  in 
Oyster  Bay  Cove.  He  founded  a  weekly  newspaper,  The 
Long  Islander,  which  is  still  a  forceful  publication  in  the 
Town  of  Huntington.  He  was  also  the  editor  at  a  later 
date  of  the  Brooklyn  Daily  Times  and  the  Brooklyn  Daily 
Eagle.  The  century-old  house  is  privately  owned  but  has 
been  maintained  in  its  original  order  and  is  a  typical  Long 
Island  farmhouse  of  the  early  nineteenth  century.  The 
present  owners  offer  the  privilege  of  viewing  the  house  and 
its  contents  for  a  small  fee.  At  the  present  time  a  move- 
ment is  on  foot  by  Whitman  admirers  to  acquire  the  house 
and  grounds  for  a  memorial  to  the  '"good  gray  poet." 

In  many  parts  of  the  Township  of  Huntington,  are  found 
old  houses  of  the  early  settlers.  In  the  Village  of  Hunting- 
ton, the  Heckscher  Museum  of  Art  is  located  and  is  a 
place  of  much  interest. 

PEACE  and  PLENTY  INN  was  the  name  of  the  old 
Chichester  House  when  :-tage  coaches  climbed  into  the  West 
Hills  on  their  way  eastward  and  stopped  here  for  refresh- 
ment. It  is  located  on  the  north  side  of  a  road  leading 
from  New  York  Avenue  to  the  west,  not  far  from  Walt 
Whitman's  birthplace.  It  is  close  to  High  Hill,  the  highest 
point  on  Long  Island  (410  feet)  from  which,  with  clear 
air,  one  may  see  both  sound  and  ocean.

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THE  FIRST  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH  of  Smith- 
town  stands  at  the  intersection  of  Routes  25  and 
25A  opposite  the  Village  Green  of  Smithtown  Branch. 
The  present  church  edifice  was  huilt  in  1827.  The  church 
was  established  in  1675  at  Nissequogue  and  in  1750  was 
moved  to  the  present  site.  While  preaching  in  this  build- 
ing, the  Reverend  Joshua  Hart  was  fired  upon  by  a  British 
soldier  because  of  his  condemnation  of  the  conduct  of 
the  English  Army.  He  was  taken  prisoner  and  chained  to 
a  negro  slave  for  transport  to  Brooklyn.  When  asked  how 
he  liked  his  company  he  replied,  "Better  than  yours!" 

THE  BLYDENBURCH  HOMESTEAD  site  at  Smithtown 
Branch  is  marked  by  a  native  boulder  with  a  bronze  tablet. 
Here  President  Washington  "baited  the  horses  at  Smiths 
Town  at  a  Widow  Blidenbergs,  a  decent  house"  on  Friday, 
April  23rd,  1790.  This  was  a  large  farmhouse  of  typical 
Long  Island  colonial  architecture.  The  Boulder  is  located 
on  the  Village  Green  lying  in  the  angle  of  State  Routes 
25  and  25A.  Here  also  is  planted  a  Washington  Memorial 
Elm  Tree. 

In  the  valley  of  the  Nissequogue  River  running  north- 
ward from  Smithtown  to  the  Sound  are  still  found  many 
ancient  homesteads  most  of  which  are  now  used  as  summer 
homes.  A  motoring  trip  over  these  by-roads  is  recommended 
for  scenic  beauty  and  an  atmosphere  of  olden  times. 


Memorial  Boulder  on  the  Green 
Smithtown  Branch 

Following  State  Route  25A  to  STONY  BROOK,  one  finds 
on  the  Mill  Pond  just  off  Main  Street  in  the  center  of  the 
village,  probably  the  only  old-fashioned  Grist  Mill  still 
operating  on  Long  Island.  It  has  been  grinding  grain  con- 
stantly since  1699. 

Beyond  Stony  Brook,  a  visit  to  OLD  FIELD  POINT  and 
its  ancient  Lighthouse  is  worthwhile  for  the  magnificence 
of  the  view  across  and  up  and  down  Long  Island  Sound. 
This  old  lighthouse  has  been  superseded  by  a  modern 
beacon  and  is  to  be  turned  into  a  Community  house  and 
museum  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Old  Field. 

PORT  JEFFERSON,  beyond  Setauket,  on  State  Route 
25A  was  one  of  Long  Island's  famous  ship-building  ports 
in  the  early  eighteen  hundreds.  Here  were  built  many  of 
the  vessels  that  operated  in  the  China  and  whale-oil  trade. 

BY-ROADS,  beyond  Port  Jefferson,  lead  down  from  State 
Route  25A  to  Millers  Place  and  Wading  River,  quiet  old- 
time  communities,  where  numerous  fine  examples  may  be 
found  of  early  Long  Island  colonial  architecture. 

Continuing  along  the  North  Road  from 
Wading  River,  the  motorist  travels 
through  an  open  farming  country  to 
Mattituck,  passing  many  ancient  farm- 
houses. Near  Mattituck  on  the  Inlet,  is 
found  an  old  Grist  Mill  now  used  as 
an  inn.

THE  REVOLUTIONARY  ROCK  in  Setauket  com- 
memorates a  skirmish  on  August  24,  1777,  between 
Colonel  Hewett  in  command  of  the  Rritish  troops 
stationed  in  the  original  Presbyterian  Church  across  the 
road  and  Brig.  General  Samuel  Parsons,  who  with  a  small 
band  of  Colonials  had  come  across  from  Connecticut.  He 
was  joined  by  many  local  sympathizers.  Taking  a  position 
behind  this  rock,  the  Revolutionary  forces  carried  on  a 
vigorous  attack  with  gun  fire  but  they  were  not  able  to 
drive  the  British  out  of  the  old  church  building.  Thi> 
Rock  is  located  in  Tylers  field  across  the  way  from  the 
Caroline  and  Presbyterian  Churches  and  is  marked  by  a 
tablet  placed  by  the  Mayflower  Chapter  of  the  D.  A.  R. 
The  Setauket  Green,  with  the  nearby  churches  and  rock, 
is  on  the  Main  Street  of  the  Village  just  north  of  State 
Route  25A. 

CAROLINE  CHURCH  (Protestant  Episcopal)  standing 
across  the  road  from  the  Setauket  Village  Green  and  Tylers 
Field,  was  called  Christ  Church  when  it  was  organized  in 
1723  but  the  name  was  changed  in  honor  of  Caroline,  Queen 
of  King  George,  the  Second,  who  in  1730  presented  a  silver 
communion  set  to  the  church.  The  royal  gift  was  stolen 
in  the  Revolution  and  has  never  been  seen  again,  but  the 
congregation  cherishes  the  memory  of  it. 

The  present  church  building,  erected  in  1729,  is  note- 
worthy for  its  square  tower  which  has  leaned  out  of  true — 
as  shown  in  the  accompanying  photograph — but  it  is  still 
sound  and  substantial.  The  church  weather  vane  is  a  gilded 
Union  Jack  that  was  turning  in  the  wind  when  the  old 
church  was  a  part  of  the  Church  of  England.  Visitors  are 
welcome. 


THE  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH  on  the  Setauket  Green 
was  built  in  1811.  The  original  building  erected  in  1714 
was  used  by  the  British  in  the  skirmish  of  Augu>t  14,  1  777. 
at  the  Setauket  Green.  Guns  were  mounted  from  the  upper 
window  and  horses  were  stabled  below,  while  gra\  e  stones 
from  the  burying  ground  were  used  for  barricades.  Vftcr 
the  Revolution,  the  old  church  much  damaged  by  the 
British,  was  patched  up  but  was  later  destroyed  by  lightning. 

ROE'S  TAVERN  in  Setauket  where  Washington  spent  the 
night  of  Thursday,  April  22,  1790,  still  stands  much  re- 
modeled at  the  corner  of  State  Route  25A  and  Bayview 
Avenue.  It  is  the  summer  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wallace 
Irwin,  the  authors,  who  have  retained  the  old  tap  room  with 
lockers  for  Medford  rum.    It  is  not  open  to  the  public. 

Setauket  in  the  early  19th  century,  was  a  busy  little 
seaport.  Its  shipping  history  is  made  memorable  by  the 
Schooner  "Flying  Eagle"  which  entered  the  Turkish  trade 
in  the  time  of  the  Crimean  war  and  had  many  adventures.

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ST.  JOHNS  CHURCH  (Protestant  Episcopal)  at  Oak- 
dale  on  the  north  side  of  Montauk  Highway,  State 
Route  27A,  was  huilt  in  1765.  It  is  prohahly  the  only 
old  church  on  Long  Island  in  its  original  state. 
Because  of  its  light  construction  it  cannot  he  heated  ade- 
quately in  the  winter  time  and  modern  clothing  makes 
church-going  under  these  circumstances  difficult.  There  is 
an  old  slave  galley  along  the  side  and  interior  of  the  church. 

SAGTIKOS  MANOR  on  the  north  side  of  Montauk  High- 
way, State  Route  27A  about  2%  miles  east  of  Babylon  Town 
Hall  is  one  of  the  beautiful  old  manor  houses  on  Long 
Island.  It  is  noteworthy  not  only  for  its  spacious  and 
beautiful  grounds  but  for  the  section,  originally  Squire 
Thompson's  home,  in  which  Washington  slept  on  the  night 
of  April  21st,  1790.  This  peaked  roof  section  with  tall 
chimney  shown  in  the  photograph  is  furnished  in  exactly 
the  same  style  as  it  was  when  Washington  was  a  guest. 
It  is  the  property  of  the  Gardiner  Estate  which  also  owns 
Cardiners  Island.     The   public  is 

MHH  not  admitted. 


HART'S  TAVERN  site  at  Patchogue 
marked  by  a  stone  tablet  corn- 
rating  the  visit  of  President 
Washington  on  Thursday,  April  22, 
1790,  when  he  dined  at  this  old  tavern 
in  what  was  then  Brookhaven  Town- 
ship. It  is  located  on  the  North  side 
of  Montauk  Highway  adjoining  Lake- 
view  Cemetery  where  a  Washington 
Memorial  Elm  Tree  has  also  been 
planted. 


INDIAN  GRAVE  at  Hampton  Bays  on  the  north  side 
of  Montauk  Highway  just  east  of  the  bridge  over  the  Long 
Island  Railroad  is  that  of  the  Reverend  Paul  Cuffee,  a 
Shinnecock  Indian  who  spent  his  later  years  as  a  missionary. 

SHIPS  FIGUREHEAD  at  Canoe  Place  on  the  south  side 
of  Montauk  Highway  is  an  interesting  reminder  of  old 
sailing  ship  days.  It  is  a  skillfully  carved  bust  of  Hercules 
and  was  the  figurehead  of  the  U.  S.  frigate  Ohio.  It  was 
carved  in  Greece  and  presented  by  government  authorities 
at  Athens  to  the  Ohio.  It  has  an  interesting  old  English 
legend  inscribed  on  its  pedestal. 
It  faces  the  old  Inn  originally 
built  in  1657.

THE  SUFFOLK  COUNTY  HISTORICAL  BUILDING 
and  MUSEUM  is  a  substantial  building  of  Georgian 
architecture  at  Riverhead,  housing  valuable  records 
and  relics  of  Suffolk  County.  It  stands  on  a  triangular  plot 
on  the  western  edge  of  the  business  section  directly  on 
State  Route  25  looking  out  across  the  Peconic  River.  The 
Society  was  organized  in  1826  and  the  building  was  com- 
pleted and   dedicated   on  May   10,   1931.     Here   is  the — 

John  Hulbert  Flag 
Among  the  many  valuable  relics  and  antiques  of  early 
Suffolk  County  days,  is  cherished  the  John  Hulbert  Flag 
which  is  said  to  be  the  first  stars  and  stripes  designed  and 
sewn  together,  six  months  before  Betsy  Ross  made  her  (lag. 
John  Hulbert  of  Bridgehampton  was  a  Captain  of  the  Volun- 
teer Militia.  Both  flags  have  thirteen  stars  and  thirteen 
stripes,  but  the  Hulbert  Flag  has  six  pointed  stars  while 
Betsy  Ross'  were  five  pointed.  The  flag  was  discovered 
in  the  attic  of  the  John  L.  Gardiner  House  of  Bridgehamp- 
ton where  many  Hulbert  papers  had  been  stored  and  for- 
gotten for  many  years.  The  Historical  Museum  is  open  to 
the  public. 

THE  TOWNSEND  HOUSE  at  Greenport  built  in  1802 
with  its  impressive  portico,  similar  to  The  Carman  Home- 
stead at  Massapequa,  has  long  been  a  landmark  in  this 
interesting  old  seafaring  village.  Since  1925  the  Townsend 
Home  has  been  operated  as  an  Inn.  It 
is  located  on  State  Route  25  (upper 
Main  Street). 


MORTON'S  POINT 
LIGHTHOUSE  in  the 
Town  of  Southold  has 
been  converted  by  the 
Park  Commissioners  of 
that  Town  into  the  Long 
Island  Marine  Museum 
to  house  marine  speci- 
mens and  relics,  and  ob- 
jects of  seafaring  life 
and  shipping.  It  will  be 
open  to  the  public  during 
the  summer.  The  light- 
bouse  was  superseded  two 
years  ago  by  an  auto- 
matic beacon  installed 
by  the  United  States 
Government.

Along  what  is  popularly  called  the  North  Fork  extending 
from  Riverhead  to  Orient  Point  on  the  various  by-roads,  are 
found  numerous  old  houses  dating  back  150  years  or  more. 
Many  may  also  be  seen  along  State  Route  25A  between 
Riverhead  and  Greenport.  This  road  in  pre-revolutionary 
days  was  a  toll  road,  under  direct  grant  from  King  George 
the  Second.  The  quaint  villages  of  East  Marion  and  Orient 
are  worth  visiting  for  their  old-time  atmosphere  and  scenic 
surroundings. 


Many  old  houses  on  quaint  narrow 
streets  are  to  be  found  in  Greenport, 
which  became  modern  when  the  L.  I. 
Railroad  reached  it  in  1844.

CONSCIENCE    POINT,    a  point 
meadowland  in  North  Sea  Harbor 
on  Peconic  Bay,  five  miles  north- 
west of  Southampton  Village,  is  a  spot  of 
historical  importance. 

Here  lies  a  great  glacial  boulder  with  a  bronze  memorial 
tablet  bearing  the  following  inscription:  "Near  this  spot  in 
1640  landed  colonists  from  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  who  founded 
Southampton,  the  oldest  English  settlement  in  New  York 
State."  Tradition  has  it  when  a  woman  of  the  party  stepped 
ashore  here  after  a  long  and  tedious  voyage,  she  exclaimed, 
"For  conscience's  sake  we  are  on  dry  land  once  more!"  and 
thus  originated  the  name  of  the  landing  place  of  the  set- 
tlers of  Southampton  Town. 


THE  HERRICK  HOUSE  in  Southampton  at  Main  and 
North  Sea  Roads,  was  built  in  1751  and  was  the  head- 
quarters of  the  British  General  William  Erskine  during  the 
Revolution.  It  is  owned  and  lived  in  by  descendents  of 
the  original  settler  and  builder. 

THE  WINDMILL  at  WATER  MILL  standing  on  the 
Village  Green  at  the  side  of  Montauk  Highway,  State  Route 
27,  has  been  preserved  by  the  Water  Mill  Improvement 
Association.    It  was  built  in  Sag  Harbor  in  1800  and  moved 
to    its    present  location 
in  1814  by  James  Corwith 
who     hauled     it  with 
twelve  yoke  of  oxen.  It 
ground    corn   and  wheat 
in  1887.

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THE  WINDMILL  at  BRIDGEHAMPTON  on  the  estate  of 
Mrs.  John  E.  Berwind,  is  an  historic  landmark  here.  It 
is  on  Ocean  Road  just  south  of  the  Civil  War  Monument 
on  Montauk  Highway,  State  Route  27.  It  was  built  in  1820 
on  Sleights  Hill  at  Sag  Harbor  and  moved  to  Bridgehampton 
in  1837. 


EAST  HAMPTON,  originally  named  "Maidstone"  was 
settled  in  1649.  It  is  now  an  incorporated  Village 
which  has  carefully  preserved  its  historic  association?. 

Here  are  old-time  houses,  ancient  windmills,  an  old  bury- 
ing ground,  New  York  State's  First  Academy  and  "Home, 
Sweet  Home,"  the  quaint  cottage  built  before  1700  in  which 
John  Howard  Payne  dwelt,  and  to  which  the  thoughts  of 
the  poet  were  ever  turning,  becoming  the  theme  of  his 
world-circling  song  of  tender  memories. 

HOME,  SWEET  HOME  on  the  South  side  of  Main  Street 
(Montauk  Highway)  just  beyond  the  Village  Pond  is  now 
a  museum  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Village  containing 
not  only  many  pieces  of  furniture  of  the  early  days  but  a 
collection  of  notable  antiques  and  probably  the  finest  col- 
lection of  lustre-ware  in  the  United  States.  Its  old  kitchen 
is  filled  with  utensils  which  were  used  in  the  great  fire 
places  of  the  early  17th  century.  In  the  kitchen-yard  is  a 
windmill  built  in  1801  and  used  as  a  museum  for  many  of 
the  old  tools  and  farm  implements  of  former  centuries. 
Open  every  afternoon  1  to  5  except  Monday.

CLINTON  ACADEMY,  the  first 
of  its  kind  in  New  York  State, 
built  in  1783,  stands  farther  alon« 
Main  Street  and  on  the  opposite 
side.  Restored  to  its  original  ap- 
pearance it  is  now  used  as  a  Com- 
munity and  Art  Exhibit  Hall. 
William  Payne,  father  of  John 
Howard  Payne,  autbor  of  "Home, 
Sweet  Home,"  was  the  first  prin- 
cipal of  this  academy. 

THE  FREE  LIBRARY,  in  addi- 
tion to  it  being  an  attractive  and 
useful  public  library,  contains  in 
an  especially  built  addition,  the 
Morton  Pennypacker  Collection  of 

historic  and  literary  material  concerning  Long  Island. 

In  this  priceless  collection  are  5,000  books  of  Long  Island 
genealogy,  history,  records,  addresses  and  general  literature 
of  Long  Island  authorship;  with  as  many  more  manuscripts, 
maps,  newspapers,  pamphlets  and  documents.  Every  item 
from  the  choicest  book  or  manuscript  to  the  humblest 
volume  of  press  article,  has  its  part  in  telling  Long  Island's 
story.  This  assembling  of  data  bears  evidence  to  the  fore- 
sight and  understanding  of  Mr.  Pennypacker,  rerognized 
authority  on  Long  Island  history. 

The  Morton  Pennypacker  Long  Island  Collection  is  open 
to  the  public  for  research  during  library  hours  from  10  to 
6  from  June  to  October  2;  to  5:30  from  October  to  June 
and  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  evenings.

village  became  famous  for  its  handsome  homes.  After  1847, 
which  was  Sag  Harbor's  best  year,  the  deep  sea  whale  fish- 
ing declined  steadily. 

Sag  Harbor  has  many  old  houses  and  quaint  streets.  It 
is  reached  by  State  Boute  114,  four  miles  north  of  Bridge- 
hampton  on  Montauk  Highway,  Boute  27. 

THE  FIBST  PBFSBYTEBIAN  CHUBCH  of  Sag  Harbor 
erected  1843  is  known  as  the  Whalers  Church  and  is  a 
noted  landmark  for  sailors.  Its  stately  steeple  of  unique 
design  and  its  jumble  of  conflicting  architectural  themes, 
manages  to   be  beautiful  and  masterful.     Its  facade  and

interior  are  both  unique  and  it 
may  be  truly  said  to  be  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  churches  along  the 
Atlantic  Coast.  It  is  worth  a  visit 
and  may  be  readily  found  a  short 
distance  from  the  Main  Street  of 
the  Village. 

THE  SAILOB'S  MONUMENT 
in  Oakland  Cemetery  at  Sag  Har- 
bor bears  the  names  of  five  young 
whale-ship  captains  who  lost  their 
lives  at  sea.  The  memorial  was 
erected  not  only  to  honor  them 
but  to  commemorate  that  noble 
enterprise  the  "whale  fishery." 

THE  MASONIC  TEMPLE  at 
Sag  Harbor,  on  its  Main  Street,  is 
a  beautiful  building  of  exquisite 
proportions  and  marvelous  crafts- 
manship. It  was  originally  the 
home  of  Benjamin  Huntting,  a 
master  of  whaling  ships.  The  Sag 
Harbor  Historical  Society  plans, 
during  the  summer  of  1936,  to  in- 
Stall  here  a  museum  of  Early  Americana. 

THE  SA(;  HABBOB  LIBBABY  (Jermain  Memorial)  in 
addition  to  a  very  large  collection  of  books  with  many 
historical  records,  has  a  museum  containing  relics  of  whal- 
ing voages — harpoons,  dartguns,  cutting  spade>  and  whale 
oil  lamps.

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SHELTER  ISLAND,  a  Township  of  Suffolk  County,  lies 
snugly  between  the  North  and  South  Forks  of  Long 
Island.  It  was  settled  in  1651-52  by  Nathaniel 
Sylvester,  and  the  historic  associations  of  the  island  center 
about  Sylvester  Manor.  The  first  manor  house  was  razed 
by  Brinley  Sylvester,  then  Lord  of  the  Manor,  who  built 
the  present  Manor  House  in  1735.  A  stone  marks  the  spot 
today  where  the  old  house  stood  and  the  lines  of  the 
foundation  can  be  still  traced  in  the  turf. 

The  splendid  old  house  of  ample  proportions  with  huge 
chimneys  is  surrounded  by  beautiful  gardens  and  immense 
boxwood.  Not  far  away  is  the  burying  spot  where  the  graves 
of  early  settlers  may  be  found.  It  may  be  easily  reached 
from  State  Route  No.  114  which  crosses  the  island  from 
the  North  Haven  ferry  to  the  Greenport  ferry.  The  Manor 
is  not  open  to  the  public. 

THE  OLD  WINDMILL  on  the  Sylvester  Manor  Estate 
may  be  seen  from  the  roadside  through  the  opening  be- 
tween the  trees.  It  was  built  in  1795  in  Southold  and 
moved  over  to  its  present  location  by  barge  and  ox-team. 

Highway  markers  placed  by  the  State  Historical  Society 
are  frequently  found  on  the  Shelter  Island  roads  giving 
information  as  to  historical  sites  and  events. 


GARDENERS  ISLAND  is  the  only  colonial  manor  on 
Long  Island  acquired  direct  from  the  British  drown  that 
remains  intact  and  in  possession  of  the  lineal  descend- 
ents  of  the  original  grantee.  It  was  settled  by  Lion  Gardiner 
who  purchased  it  from  the  Indians  in  1639.  It  was  a  ren- 
dezvous for  British  ships  during  the  Revolutionary  War  and 
many  signs  remain  of  the  occupation  of  the  Island  by  the 
British  officers  and  sailors.  About  300  British  were  buried 
there.  Here  too,  Captain  Kidd  buried  treasure.  It  is  now 
a  private  game  preserve. 

EISHERS  ISLAND  was  made  a  Province  of  the  State  of 
New  York  in  1668  when  it  was  granted  to  John  Winthrop. 
It  remained  in  the  Winthrop  family  for  200  years  and 
finally  was  sold  for  development  as  a  residential  tract. 
Fort  H.  G.  Wright  is  maintained  here  by  the  U.  S.  Coast 
Defense.

OTHER  ISLANDS  which  are  practically  parts  of  Long 
Island  are,  Fishers  Island  lying  close  to  the  Connecticut 
and  Rhode  Island  shore  lines;  Plum  and  Gull  Islands  ex- 
tending eastward  from  Orient  Point;  Robins  Island  between 
Great  and  Little  Peconic  Bays;  and  Gardiner's  Island  lying 
between  Orient  Point  and  Montauk  Point.

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THE  FIRST  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH  AT  SOUTH- 
OLD  is  one  of  Long  Island's  historic  church  edi- 
fices. The  church  was  organized  in  1640  by  the  Rev. 
John  Youngs,  on  October  24th  which  marked  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  little  colony  which  had  settled  at  this  place. 
The  first  old  fortress-like  meeting  house  was  converted  into 
a  County  Prison  and  a  new  church  built  for  the  people. 
The  present  church  building  is  the  fourth  that  has  stood 
on  the  present  site.  It  was  built  in  1803.  The  cemetery 
opposite  the  church  is  one  of  the  oldest  burying  grounds  on 
Long  Island.  Many  of  its  gray  slate  grave-stones  were 
brought  over  from  England  and  several  of  the  graves  are 
enclosed  with  coffin  shaped  stones,  the  inscriptions  carved 
on  the  flat  tops. 

FOUNDERS  LANDING,  on  Peconic  Bay,  at  the  foot  of 
Founders  Avenue,  Southold,  is  a  town-owned  park  marking 
the  spot  where  the  Founders  of  Southold  first  landed  in  1640. 

THE  OLD  CANNON  on  Gardiners  Island  lying  imbedded 
in  the  meadowland  has  not  been  moved  since  it  was  tossed 
to  its  present  position  by  an  overcharge  of  gun  powder 

which  burst  its 
muzzle.  It  was  used 
by  the  Gardiner 
family  during  the 
Revolutionary  War 
to  fire  as  a  signal 
to  the  people  on 
the  mainland  at 
East  Hampton  as  a 
warning  of  the 
approach  of  the 
British  ships.

Out  On  Montauk 

MONTAUK,  with  its  great  Lighthouse  built  in  1795, 
was  the  pastureland  for  cattle  and  sheep  from  all  Eastern 
Long  Island  during  pioneer  days.  The  cattle  drive  "on" 
and  "off"  twice  a  year  were  festival  days  in  which  all  the 
settlers  took  part.  There  were  only  three  houses  on  Mon- 
tauk known  as  First,  Second  and  Third  House  where  the 
"keepers"  of  the  cattle  lived  and  they  would  entertain 
any  travelers  that  might  journey  there  for  wild  goose  or 
duck  shooting.  At  Third  House,  standing  in  lonely  isola- 
tion east  of  Montauk  Village  on  the  high  downs,  Colonel 
Theodore  Roosevelt  made  his  headquarters  for  the  Rough 
Riders  Camp  at  Montauk  during  the  Spanish  American  War. 

The  Second  House,  picturesque  in  its  setting  near  the 
Hither  Plains  Coast  Guard  Station,  just  to  the  west  of  the 
Village  on  Montauk  Highway,  State  Route  27,  is  still  intact 
in  its  original  condition.    It  is  now  used  as  an  Inn. 

At  Montauk,  also,  there  are  evidences  of  a  British  forti- 
fication directly  in  front  of  Montauk  Manor  which  is  to  be 
marked  by  the  Suffolk  County  Historical  Society. 

On  the  high  hill  to  the  east  of  Lake  Montauk  may  be 
found  an  old  Indian  burying  ground. 
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Washington's  Long  Island  Tonr  in  1790

President  George  Wa:-hington"s  Tour  on  Long  Island  in 
1790,  when  he  traveled  as  far  east  as  Patchogue  along  the 
South  Shore,  returning  along  the  North  Shore  from  Setauket, 
has  been  permanently  marked  at  all  of  his  stopping  places. 
It  can  he  easily  retraced  and  the  places  visited  by  our 
fir^t  President  readily  found  by  those  inspired  through  Long 
Island's  Tercentenary  to  visit  historic  sites. 

Leaving  New  York  City  on  April  20th  in  1790,  he  toured 
by  coach  through  Brooklyn,  New  Utrecht,  Gravesend,  Ja- 
maica, Hempstead,  communities  now  know  as  Amityville, 
West  Islip,  Sayville  and  Patchogue;  thence  north  to  Setauket 
and  west  along  the  North  Shore  through  Smithtown,  Hunt- 
ington, Oyster  Bay,  Roslyn,  Flushing,  Newtown  to  Brooklyn 
and  by  ferry  to  New  York  City,  returning  to  the  seat  of 
government  on  April  24th.  Traveling  160  miles,  he  saw 
two-thirds  of  Long  Island.  This  Long  Island  tour  of  the 
first  President  was  reproduced  in  May  1927,  by  the  His- 
torical Committee  of  the  Long  Island  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

At  all  the  points  on  Long  Island  visited  by  President 
Washington  and  mentioned  by  him  in  his  diary,  markers 
of  stone  or  bronze  and  memorial  elm  trees  have  been 
placed.  The  memorial  trees  were  planted  by  Boy  Scout 
Troops  of  the  Counties  of  Kings,  Queens,  Nassau  and  Suf- 
folk through  the  local  County  Councils  and  were  dedicated 
by  patriotic,  historic  and  civic  societies  in  April  1932. 
The  trees  were  furnished  jointly  by  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America  and  the  Historical  Committee  of  the  Long  Island 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  latter  also  supplied  the  bronze 
tablets  affixed  to  the  tree  guards. 

The  sites  visited  by  President  Washington  which  are 
marked  onlv  by  the  memorial  elm  trees  are  at  New  Utrecht 
Dutch  Reformed  Church,  18th  Avenue  and  83rd  Street, 
Brooklyn:  King  Manor  at  Jamaica;  at  Fire  House,  Montauk 
Highway,  West  Sayville ;  at  Legion  Park,  Route  25  A, 
Setauket:  at  Village  Greene,  Huntington;  at  Youngs  Ceme- 
tery,  <C-ter  Bay  and  at  the  Quaker  Meeting  House,  Flushing.
